REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

Regarding Claim 1,4. 

Suzuki et al discloses (Fig. 17, Fig. 18) a source electrode (57) and a drain 
electrode (58) formed on an insulating substrate (11) wherein an MIM (Column 29, rows 
50-56) structure is configured by said source electrode, said drain electrode, said gate 
insulating film in said thin film portion and said gate bus layer. 

The prior art does not disclose an interlayer insulating film between the substrate 
and the source and drain electrode. And the gate insulating film having a plurality of 
hollow portions over the source electrode and the drain electrode to provide a relatively 
thin portion partially on the source and drain and a relatively thick film portion between 
the source and drain electrode. 

Inoue et al discloses (column 1 , rows 40-50) interlayer insulating film between 
the substrate and the source and drain electrode to reduce time dependent variations in 
the characteristics of the MIM element (50). 

Claims 2,3,8,9, depend on Claim 1, therefore are allowable. 

Claims 5-7 depend on claim 4, therefore are allowable.
